—General H uer­ 
ta subm itted to an ex ecutive session of 
the Mex ican etnate the demand of the 
American g overnm ent for a salute to 
the Hag . 
No answer to the demand 
reached the W ashing ton g overnment, 
however. 
The fact that H uerta submitted the 
case to the Mex ican senate, which is 
charg ed specially with the conduct of 
foreig n relations, and not to the entire 
cong ress led to the belief that he 
soug ht authorization for arbitration of 
the question in dispute. A special 
Amerlcan-Mex ican arbitration treaty 
for settlem ent of all disputes ex cept 
questions for national honor ex pired in 
19 13. 
The disappearance of two Mex ican 
g unboats from Tampico was another 
development. 
Constitutionalists 
ex ­ 
pressed the belief that H uerta mig ht 
evacuate Tampico and send the g un­ 
boats to Vera Cruz. 
If so, the con­ 
stitutionalists would take the town de­ 
serted. 
• 
Armed intervention in Mex ico prac­ 
tically beg an last nig ht. 
W ith the majority of the ships of 
the American navy proceeding or un­ 
deer orders to proceed at once to the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts of Mex ico, 
the United States g overnment g ave 
General H uerta final warning that un­ 
less a salute was fired to the Stars and 
Stripes within a reasonsble time to 
atone 
"for repeated offenses ag ainst 
the rig hts and dig nity of the United 
States” serious eventualities would re- 
j suit. 
Hu erta Pro p o ses A rb itratio n . 
It was learned that General Huerta, 
when apprised by Charg e O’Shaug h- 
nessy of the proposed dem onstration 
of the American fleet, arg ued that the 
episode g rowing out of the arrest of 
the American bluejackets at Tampico 
was a lit subject for arbitration at The 
Hag ue and that he would appoint a 
commission to investig ate th e inci­ 
dent. 
President Wilson, in an em phatic re­ 
ply made throug h Charg e O’Shaug h- 
nessy , is understood to have told Gen­ 
eral H uerta that the time for delay and 
evasion had passed and that the Amer­ 
ican g overnment would temporize no 
long er. 
W ilso n Plans to Ou st H u erta. 
President 
Wilson 
told 
Senators 
3hi*ely and Lodg e and Representa­ 
tives Flood and Cooper during the day 
at a W hite House conference that he 
intended to take drastic steps to force 
Huerta out of the presidency of Mex i­ 
co. He practically informed them that 
at an early date he would ask cong ress 
for permission to use the armed forces 
of the United States to uphold the 
honor of the American flag and to pro­ 
tect the lives and property of Ameri­ 
cans in Mex ico. 
Mr. Wilson said that he had g iven 
Huerta a reasonable time in which to 
accede to the demand of the United 
States for the firing of a national 
salute to the American flag by the 
Mex ican forts at Tampico to make 
amends for*the unwarranted arrest of 
the American sailors there last T hurs­ 
day , and that the future policy would 
depend 
011 H uerta’s reply . 
He indi­ 
cated, however, that the United States 
was thoroug hly tired of the tactics of 
President H uerta and the Mex ican au­ 
thorities 
in 
deliberately 
arresting 
American naval officers. 
It is not reg arded as likely that 
H uerta will y ield to the demands of 
the United States, and it is probable 
that both coasts of Mex ico will be 
blockaded by American war vessels, 
and the principal ports may be occir 
pied to starve Huerta into submission 
to the demand of the United States 
that he resig n from office and permit 
the restoration of constitutional g ov­ 
ernment. 
The details of the American policy 
have not been worked out, and will de­ 
pend to a certain ex tent on the atti­ 
tude of Huerta. The members of con­ 
g ress assured the president that con­ 
g ress would stand by him. and would 
g rant 
him 
whatever 
authority 
or 
money he believed the situation ro 
<miied. 
Even if President Huerta should ac 
cedi* to the demand of the United 
States for the firing of a national sal­ 
ute to the American flag at Tampico, 
it is the g eneral belief that the presi­ 
dent will to u iiiiu o to carry o u t his 


orig inal policy o f forcing his» to retiro 
from the presidency of Mex ico. 
Fleet Starts fo r Tampico . 
Under orders to proceed to Tampico 
as speedily as possible, the Atlantic 
battleship fleet in command of Rear 
Admiral Charles J. Badg er, command- 
cr-in-chief, steam ed out of Hampton 
Roads shortly after noon. 
It Included 
the 
battleships 
Arkansas, 
flag ship; 
Vermont, New Jersey and New Hamp­ 
shire; the tender Yankton and the col­ 
lier Orion. 
In addition the battleship Michig an 
left Philadelphia to join the fleet. 
Other w ar vessels will leave differ­ 
ent Atlantic ports within a few day s, 
as soon as they are ready for sea. 
Pacific 
Fleet Sen t So u th . 
Order» were sent to Rear Admiral 
Howard, commander-in-chief of the Pa­ 
cific fleet, now ou the arm ored cruieer 
California at Acapulco, Mex ., notify ing 
him that his fleet would be streng th­ 
ened by several w ar vessels. 
When the naval vessels reach their 
destinations, both on the g ulf and the

It was pointed out by members of 
the committee that authority of con­ 
g ress to land armed forces in Mex ico 
would constitute a practical declara­ 
tion of war, and that a formal declar­ 
ation of war probably would not be 
made in any event, because this na 
tion recog nizes no*formal g overnment 
in Mex ico. 
Lodg e Su p p o rts Wilso n . 
Senator Lodg e said he was in ac 
cord with what the president 
had 
done and ex pressed the view that the 
demand for the salute and the dis­ 
patch of the fleet were in accord with 
precedent. 
He said he supported the 
president’s action and hoped that se­ 
rious steps mig ht not be necessary .

delicate situation in Mexico, the un­ 
pleasant incident at Tampico must not 
be thought of alone. 
For some time 
past to de facto government of Mex­ 
ico has seemed to think mere apolo­ 
gies 
sufficient when the rights 
of 
American citizens or the dignity of 
the government of the United State# 
were 
involved 
and 
has 
apparently 
made no attempt at either reparation 
or the effective correction of the seri­ 
ous derelictions of its civil and mili­ 
tary officers. 


Orderl y Pl aced In Jail. 
"Immediately after the incident at 
Tampico an orderly from one of the 
ships of the United States, in the har­ 
bor of Vera Cruz, who had been sent 
ashore to the post office for the ship’s 
mail, and who was in uniform and 
who had the official mail bag on his 
back, was arrested and put into jaL 
by the local authorities. 
He was sub­ 
sequently released and a nominij.1 pun­ 
ishment was inflicted upon the officer 
who arrested him, hut it w'aa signifi­ 
cant that an orderly from the fleet of 
the United States was picked out 
from the many persons constantly go­ 
ing ashore on various errands, from 
the various ships in the harbor, rep­ 
resenting several nations. 


Offi ci al Di spatch W i thhel d. 


"Most serious of all, the officials in 
charge of the telegraph office at Mex­ 
ico City presumed to withhold an offi­ 
cial dispatch of the government of the 
United States to its embassy at Mex­ 
ico City, until it should have been 
sent to the censor and his permission 
received to deliver it, and gave the 
dispatch into the hands of the charge 
d’affaires of the United States only 
upon his personal and emphatic de­ 
mand, he having in the meantime 
learned through other channels that 
a dispatch had been sent him which 
he had not received.
